Hundreds express 


views on mosque 


Palladium crowd split on whether to allow or reject plans

CARMEL - An unprecedented crowd 
turned out Monday night for an oppor- 
tunity to speak in support of or opposi- 
tion to a proposal to build a mosque in 
an area of Carmel that is predominately 
residential. 

The Al Salam Foundation is asking 
the Board of Zoning Appeals for per- 
mission to build the mosque at 141st 
Street and Shelborne Road. City staff 
recommended approval, saying the 
plans meet zoning requirements and 
houses of worship are considered com- 
patible with neighborhoods. 

About 700 people packed the meet- 
ing at the 1,600-seat Palladium concert 
hall, filing in as a harpist quietly 
plucked away at tunes such as “Stair- 
way to Heaven” and “Beauty and the 
Beast.” 

The occasion was both the first time
